This letter is the final response to your May 30, 2019 Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) 
request to the Defense Nuclear Facilities Safety Board, office of the United States Secret Service 
(USS). You requested: 

“documents mentioning or relating to Anonymous (the hacker 
Movement collective...) or ‘hactivism’ (defined as hacking as 
A form of protest and/or activism) generated between 1 January 
2009 and 1 January 2019...” 

A search of Defense Nuclear Facilities Safety Board (DNFSB) for records responsive to your 
request produced one-hundred-fifteen (115) responsive pages that were created by the Office of 
Intelligence and Analysis (I&A). These documents were subsequently provided to I&A for 
review. After review of those documents, I have determined that those pages will be released 
pursuant to Exemptions of the FOIA as described below. Based on the review of these 
documents, I&A is providing the following: 

21 pages are withheld in part and released in part (WIP) 

94 pages are released in full (RIF)

FOIA Exemption 6, 5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(6) 


FOIA Exemption 6 exempts from disclosure personnel or medical files and similar files the 
release of which would cause a clearly unwarranted invasion of personal privacy. This requires a 
balancing of the public’s right to disclosure against the individual’s right privacy. The privacy 
interests of the individuals in the records you have requested outweigh any minimal public 
interest in disclosure of the information. Any private interest you may have in that information 
does not factor into the aforementioned balancing test. 

You have a right to appeal the above withholding decision. 1 Should you wish to do so, you must 
send your appeal and a copy of this letter, within 90 days of the date of this letter, to: Privacy 
Office, Attn: FOIA Appeals, U.S. Department of Homeland Security, 245 Murray Lane, SW, 
Mail Stop 0655, Washington, D.C. 20528-0655, following the procedures outlined in the DHS 
FOIA regulations at 6 C.F.R. Part 5 § 5.8.
